I’ve ^ b’cast scheduled by phone in a 
few minutes, moaning no time for any work, so lot me carry you back to Madison, 1966. 

Raaeabor I had a connection with a right-wing Milwaukee station through a MG 
friend, that I reached Madison after two sleepless nights and stayed with Richard and 
Derails, and this message awaited me, would I go to Milwaukee and do a broadcast? It 
was a very snowy Sunday night, the night before the pre-dawn Pappy sonebody program 
in ‘tidiaon. Well, Dennis, Richard and others I don’t remember decided they would brave 
the elements with me and we drove the perliaps 100 miles to Milwaukee and 1 ad libbed 
two hours, after winch we drove back in the same nasty weatlier to Edison and ate at 
sooe pancake house and bull-sesaioned until about 5 a.n. Then Pappy. Then the day of 
seminars and another after that night’s unprepared speech. I don’t know if you were 
with us or not. 

Anyway, I've done two broadcasts on that station this a.n., before you were 
up for sure, and agreed to do the same Sunday night show after the second. That station 
appears to liave an early a.cw talk showy too f That same Sunday show is . pftijg., aired, 

"Wmiky Talkie”, pun on WOIX. Only this today s interest sues not for the past but the 
current attention generated. First tiling first working day, non bad, huh? 

I'm not taking the tiraeto ask how these stations know. A few I can attribute 
to iJewhall. 

The guy who gave ne the stuff on the CIA spying on me has a talk show in KYState 
under an assumed ruiise. X did his show Saturday® 

Xeatarday, a Sunday, ‘I even did an Omaha show! Oiaaha yet. That far right! 

Sometimes they call while the show is being broadcast and I have po way of knowing. 
That happened on first WOKX one this early a.m. However, when as with the coming one, they 
call in advance, I suggest BOX interest, and some proportion of the Detroit audience 
will hear that soon. Station new to me. 

With one exception these recent b* casts of which I've made tapes in the event you 
have a later interest are all with scsssxi people new to me and can be attributed only 
to the interest I've generated. There will be more -with those who to iso are old-timers. 
Their books haven’ t reaehod them yet and they appear not to have seen the recent stories.
